St. Petersburg, Oct. 6.—Although 


no official statement of the report 
that Austria-Hungary purposes to an- 
nex the provinces of Bosnia and Her- 
zegovina 
has 
been received

Vienna, advices have come to the for- 
eign office which leave little* doubt of 
Austria's Intentions in this respect. 


Such a single-handed 
action by 


Austria-Hungary in a matter affecting 
the interest of all Europe can not, in 
the opinion of Russian diplomacy, bo 
permitted. 
Russia would prefer to 


throw open the whole range of, Balkan 
problems to new discussion, although 
realizing fully the danger to the peace 
of Europe that such a course might 
Involve.
